POLICE TIGOEOUSLY ATTACKED. 


the Chief Counsel for Luotffert Says That 


tlio 1'roscQUtlon Has Been Engaged for 
Muutlis in Throwing Mud on the De- 
fendant—Hot Weather DOCB Not Keep 
Au'uy the Crowd. 
Chicago, Oct. 16.—The intensely hot 


weather bad but little effect upon the 
attendance at the Luetgert trial. The 
court room was packed and hundreds 
of persons were unable to gain admit- 
tance. 


Attorney Vincent, chief counsel for 


the defense, continued his address to 
the jury.His arguments were princi- 
pally directed toward the "reasonable 
doubt" as to the death of Mrs. L,uet- 
gert. He vigorously attacked the po- 
lice officials for their alleged brow- 
beating of witnesses, particularly in 
the case of Mary Siemmerlng, whom 
he declared the defendant had treated 
more like a daughter than an employe. 


The witnesses for the prosecution 


were held up to scorn, and Judge .Vin- 
cent declared that the prosecution had 
done nothing but throw mud at his 
client, while the defense had been en- 
gaged in scraping it off. 


Mr. Vincent will probably conclude 


his address before the court adjourns 
for the week. On Monday State's At- 
torney D'eneen will make a five hours' 
speech and the case will doubtless bo 
given to the jury late Tuesday. 


During all of the hot afternoon ses- 


sion of court ex-Judge Vincent plead- 
ed with the jury to spare the life of 
his client. He argued that there was 
nothing in the alleged love of I.eut- 
gert for Mary' Siemruering, the pretty 
servant girl, that would inspire the 
sausage maker to commit such a dia- 
bolical crime a.s was laid at his doov. 


Then he recalled the testimony of 


Mary Siemmerlng, who had said that 
Mrs. 
Luetgert was her friend and had 


often paid her extra wages, warning 
her not to let Luetgert know this fact. 
He also recalled that the two women 
exchanged presents on Christmas, 1896, 
and were apparently on the best of 
terms. 
With bitter invective Luet- 


gert's chief legal defender attacked the 
police department for the alleged cruel 
brow-beating treatment which had not 
only been heaped upon Mary Siemmer- 
ing, 'but which also had been accorded 
other witnesses for the defense. Ex- 
Judge Vincent seemed to fully real- 
ize that this wns the one last plea and 
appeal for the big man, who sat within 
touch of his hands, and this fact In- 
spired the orator with eloquence and 
fire. During one of his outbursts he 
shouted,

Luetgert: 


"They have for months been throw-

body. 
The anti-Viokera faction voted 


seven solid to the other fellows' BIX o"n 
every measure that came np for divis- 
ion. Goltz was not present at the meet- 
ing. He is away attending a horse race 
np in the northern part of the state. 
The seven anti-Viokers members were 
victorious in everything. 
Snpt. Viok- 


ers was not recognized in any capacity, 
and his name was stricken from the 
pay-roll of teaohera, etc 


Members were slow in coming in, 


and it was nearly eight o'clock before 
the meeting was called to order.

be called off. The clerk was inBtract- 
ed to call tho roll. 
The superintend- 


ent's name was not called, as custom- 
ary, and the miuutes of the meeting 
will not show that he was present, al- 
though Dr. Vickers was there in that 
capacity. 
In following up the order 


of business, President Ives ulao ignored 
the superintendent and did not call for 
the regular 
monthly report always 


read by the superintendent. 


The cleik read a communication, 


asking that the appointment of Morris 
Oarr as substitute teacher in the Elev- 
enth street building be approved by the 
board. 
It was signed, "Thos. Viok- 


era, Superintendent oi Schools." 
Mr. 


Bannon moved that- the superintend- 
ent's action be approved. Mr, Knowles 
made the first break. He said there 
was no superintendent of schools and 
ho didn't see why the board wanted 
to consider a oommnmontion of that 
sort. 
President Ives, in an undertone, 


remarked that "wo have one acting, 
anyhow." 
Mr. Bannon then put his 


motion in a different form: 


"1 move that the action of whom- 


Boever-it-may have-been be approved." 


President Ives stated the motion that 


the action of'' whomsoever-it-may-have- 
been-whatsoever-yon-may-oall-him

approved." 


"Mr. President, I don't think this 


board wants to consider any such mo-. 
tion. 
We don't want Tom, Dick and

teachers

schools," said Mr. Knowles. 


The motion waa voted on, as put by 


President Ives, and lost by a vote of 
seven to six. 


Another communication was read by 


the clerk, calling the attention of the 
board that there were Bixty pnpila in 
the grammar grade who should be giv- 
en Getman instruction and asked that 
the board appoint a special German 
teacher. 
It waa also signed "Thos. 


Viokers, Superintendent 
of Schools." 


Mr. Pursell made a motion to lay it on 
the table. ,The motion was loat by a 
vote of 8 to 5, Mr. Bannon voting with 
the anti-Vickerfl seven. 


The schedule was read, with the 


teachers' superintendent's and janitors' 
pay-roll for the month of September 
added. President Ives asked if the pay- 
roll was approved by the finance com- 
mittee. 
The clerk said there was only 


one name on it, that of Mr. Doty. 
Messrs. Fariell and Knowles, the other 
members of the committee, did not sign 
it. 
Mr. Pursell explained that he ap- 


porved of everything but the item of 
superintendent^ salary. 
If that waa 


stricken off the committee would ap- 
prove it. 
Mr. Doty made a motion 


that the pay-roll, as read with the 
schedule, be allowed, 
Mr. Parseil 


amended to strike off the item of the 
superintendent's salary. The amend- 
ment was accepted and carried by a 
vote of thirteen ayea. 
Then 
Mr. 


Doty made motion that the salary of 
the superintendent be added to the pay- 
roll. 
President Ives said the chair did 


not recognize "the" anperintndent, but 
if Mr. Doty would make his motion 
"A" superintendent, he would recog- 
nize it. 
Mr Knowleg thought it all 


out of order again, as there was no sup- 
erintendent.

board." 
He did not caie whether it 


was "A" superintendent of "tho" sup- 
erintendent, but he wanted hia motion 
put. 
President Ives then pat Mr. 


Doty'a motion, and jt was declared lost. 
A roll-call waa demanded and resulted 
in a vote of seven to sis. 


On motion of Mr. Pursell, Mr. Bit- 


ner, janitor at the Davis building, was 
placed on the pay-roll for one week's 
extra work, at $6.25.

study and text books committee, if it- 
was a fact that there were sixty pnnila 
in the Grammar soboola in need of Ger- 
man instruction. 
Mr. Lynn said he 


did not know, but understood such 
was the case. 
Mr. Bannou made a 


motion to elect, a special German teach- 
er. 
Mr. Pursell called attention to 


the fact that theie were two German 
teachers now. He 
considered it an 


imposition on taxpayers to elect any 
more teaohera. 
President Ives thought 


so too, and intimated 
bad manage- 


ment somewhere. 
Mr. Royse callea 


attention to the fact that the superin- 
tendent had no clerk this year and that 
made a difference. 
Mr. Doty hit the 


nail on the bead 
He thought it time 


to stop and consider how we could pay 
these extra 
teachers. 
The finance 


committee was pushed to the limit now 
and an extra levy would not let them 
out. 
Ho considered it absolutely nec- 


essary that teachers should stand back 
until there was some money to pay 
them. 
Dr. Kline expressed the same

COLLAPSE OF OPERA HOUSE, 


Dome of the Building Fails With 


Fatal Results, 


THREE SPECTATORS ARE KILLED. 


J>uriug tlie Performance of "The Diui- 


fferg of u Great City" at Robinson'* 
There Iti a Tragic Idealization of the 
Thing* Suggested by the Name — In the 
Hurry to Bscxpe Many 1'eople Are 
Trampled Viitler Foot and Injured — 
Dbaater of 187« It e culled. 


Cincinnati, Oct. 16.— "The Dangers 


«t a Great City" on the stage of Rob- 
I men's opera house was cut short in 
.It* performance by a tragic realization 
ot the a-ctual dangers of a great city. 


The house was fairly well filled, not 


crowded. A little before 8:50 p. m. a 
lady In the audience says she heard a 
creeking noise, which continued for 
five minutes before the catastrophe. 


A little later the plastering began to 


•hower down in great chunks. It came 
from the ceiling above, which support- 


' ed the dome. • There was a rush from 


the gallery, which was not very well 
filled. The balcony was soon emptied. 


Those in the dress circle retired as 


promptly as possible, and strange to 
say, without an apparent panic. The 
crowding of these to the door obstruct- 
«d the passage of people from the par- 
quette, which accounts in a measure 
for the number of casualties. 


aisles and rushing down the stairways 
and toward the wide doorway leading 
to the street the inevitable blockade 
of fallen human bodies occurred and 
the wild and savage struggle for es- 
cape by those behind completed the 
dreadful mischief. 


The cause of the accident seems to

"It was not that dome," said he, 


"that caused the trouble.

lies with the roof trusses. The house 
has been built more than 25 years and 
the wood has shrunk until the bolts 
and nails afforded the smallest possi- 
ble security.' One of those trusses had 
rotted away from its fastenings; it has 
parted and thrown the two sections 
Sown and they, in this descent, pulled 
the dome with them."

injured to the Cincinnati hospital. 


The first sight at the hospital showed 


three dead, five dangerously if not fa- 
tally wounded and 26 more or less se- 
riously Injured.
